- MEASURE IN THE PRESENT PARLIAMENT. 


kans—Peace* Not Yet Assured — France’s 
Treaty of Peace with Madagascar—Foreign 
News. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
London, January 30.—While every one is 
discussing the possibility of Parnell being ot- 
fered the chief secretaryship for Ireland and 
whether he would accept it if offered, a cour- 
ageous Scotch member, took the simple course 
of asking Parnell himself. Would you’’ he 
said to the latter in the house after the defeat 
ofthe government, ‘‘under any circumstan- 
ces, accept the offer of the chief secretary- 
ship?“ Parneli’s reply was: ‘‘Certainly not. To 
administer any law onest man must be in 
sympathy with it, and believe it to bea just 
and right law. Now, Iam not in sympathy 
with the English rule of Ireland, but believe 
it to be both unjust in itself and prompted by 
alien feelings. Believing this, under no pos- 
sible circumstances would I have part or lot 
in the administration of it.’’ This conversa- 
tion is told me by the Scotch member himself. 
Apart from this it is quite certain that the 
least symptom of Parnell going over to the 
government would produce a tremen- 
dous excitement in Ireland and an 
instant split in the Irish parliamentary 
ranks, where the jealousies between several 
men equal in ability and influence can only be 
restrained by the overwhelming force of Par- 
nell’s personality. Irish members with whom 
I have discussed this could hardly conceal 
their anger at the mere suggestion. With regard 


to the 
ATTITUDE OF THE IRISH PARTY 

I have every reason to believe that it is not 
their wish specially to press home rule in this 
parliament. They see that it is probably an 
absolute impossibility for Gladstone, with all 
the will in the world, to secure any decent 
measure of it without a dissolution. More- 
over, the state of Ireland is growing 80 
desperate that, unless some steps 
are taken instantly for the relief of 
the tenantry, it will be extremely difficult 
even for Parnell himself to keep them in 
hand, therefore, I believe the Irish party will 
be content, in tnis parliament, with relief 
measures for the land question and something 
to stop evictions. Any extension of local 
government would necessarily greatly 
strengthen Parnell. 

The queen had no alternative but to summon 
Gladstone. I can state positively that the 
latter is perfeetly satisfied with the course of 
things, so far. He considers that he has taken 
no false step and has full confidence in his 
ability to form a cabinet and conduct the gov- 
ernment. Every day shows more completely 
how badly the Tories have played their cards; 
instead of getting beaten on a side issue, 
taking the unpopular side and leav- 
ing the Liberals free from the necés- 
sity of showing their hand, they 
should have boldly announced an Irish policy 
inthe queen’s speech and taken a division 
boldly on the cries of law and order and the 
integrity of the empire. Great rage reigns 
among the younger members of the party at 
the fiasco. A large number of Irish members 
have received leave of absence for a fortnight. 
Salisbury has not been well lately, and has 
been unable to transact the foreign office busi- 
ness.

PROMISE AND PERFORMANCE. 

Everybody knows what elected Mr. 
CLEVELAND. It was the deep impression 
made upon the public mind that he would 
organize an Administration stainless in 
its personnel, aggressively honest in all 
its methods, exacting in ita choice of pub- 
lic servants, untiring and unyielding in 
its efforts to elevate the standard of public 
service and the tone of public life. The 
people were sick of seeing the country 
ruled by spoilsmen, jobbers, and machine 
politicians, who were but the attorneys 
and tools of the corporations and rings 
into which the money power was organ- 
ized for predatory purposes. They were 
sick of nepotism and corruption in office; 
sick of seeing official positions and oppor- 
tunities for plunder awarded to the most 
offensive partisans, or given as vindi- 
cations’? to henchmen whose reputations 
reeked with the dirtiest work of office- 
brokerage, election frauds, and ward cau- 
cus manipulations. It was expected that 
Mr, CLEVELAND, fresh from the people and 
leading a party long out of power, would 
reform all this, and he has kept this ex- 
pectation wrought up to the highest pitch 
by what he has been continually saying 
on the subject ever since his election. 

The consequence is that the people are 
not prepared to judge his Administration 
by the standards applied to its prede- 
cessors. An Adminstration of far higher 
tone and purer aims has been promised 
and is expected; an Administration that 
will not tolerate even the appearance of 
evil, and that is always ready to discoun- 
tenance and crush whatever is unclean or 
scandalous in the ranks of its own party. 
The most exacting criticism has been in- 
vited, and the Administration must sub- 
mit to be judged by the high standard 
which has been so ostentatiously set up. 

Yet after all the parade of hesitation, 
strict scrutiny, care and caution in the 
matter of removals and appointments, we 
find the Administration seriously disap- 
pointing the better elements of its own 
party, and drifting into an unseemly and 
unprofitable conflict with the Senate by 
falling back on technical right and re- 
fusing to state the cause of removals that 
can be made only for cause. We finda 
cabinet organized so as to leave out all of 
the most eminent and popular leaders of 
the party; a cabinet which would be im- 
mediately defeated and forced to resign 
on any one of half a dozen leading ques- 
tions of public policy if we were under 
the English system of ministerial responsi- 
bility. We find a catalogue of diplomatic 
appointments so bare of prominent Dem- 
ocrats and socrammed with ridiculous no- 
bodies and grotesque ‘‘misfits’’ that it has 
become the laughing stock of the country. 
We find a Secretary of the Treasury 
whose fiscal recommendations are 
not only rejected by a majority in 
either house, but are impatiently and 
fiercely opposed by three-fourths of 
his own party. We find an Attorney- 
General in the very first important case of 
his term incapacitated for the discharge 
of his duties by an improper acquisition 
of $1,500,000 of stock, depending altogether 
for its value on the action of the Admin- 
istration. And instead of a new King Hat 
warning the Falstaffs and Bardolphs 
of politics to keep away from court, we 
find Senatorial bossism as rank and ruth- 
less and as defiant of public sentiment in 
operating the patronage machine for sel- 
fish and sordid ends as it ever was under 
any Republican administration. 

Mr, CLEVELAND may yet redeem his ad- 
ministration and his party from this ten- 
dency to grovel in the eld, foul ruts where 
the Republican party floundered in the 
years of its decadence. But not by mak- 
ing patronage brokers of a select corps of 
Democratio Senators and being dragged 
by them into an unseemly contest with 
the Republican majority of the Senate, 
over removals made for the unassignable 
reason that places were wanted for dis- 
reputable political tricksters and black-

7 FOREIGN ECHOES. 


WITH agrarian troubles in Ireland and Scot- 

land and dissatisfaction throughout England, 
Great Britain does not need further anxiety in 
Wales, and yet there is every prospect of 
trouble in that insignificant little principality 
before long. The Welsh farmers are growing 
restive under their injuries. They are a pa- 
tient race, but there is a point at which 
even the phlegmatic Fluelen will become 
rebellious, and if reports are to be trust- 
ed, that point has now been reached, 
Land throughout Wales is generally let, they 
declare, at much too high a price. They can 
get no reduction either in the rent or the tithe 
rent charge, their crops are eaten up by the 
game and they have no compensation given 
them for the loss. The value of farm produce 
has fallen, but their burdens are as heavy as 
they have ever been. Inthia state of things 
the poor farmers are at their wits’ ends. They 
dare not even exert themselves and make the 
best they can of their land for they would 
surely find their rents raised, at the pleasure 
of their landlord or his agent. Scores of them 
are said to be on the verge of bankruptcy, and 
loud is the cry of distress which rises in all 
quarters, and bitter the indignation’ against 
the landlords, parsons and agents who 
have been the prime causes of their 
ruin. A land-court is the one rem- 
edy which the Denbighshire farmers 
can discover. In several of the Welsh counties 
a land league has been already formed; else- 
where the farmers are preparing to form one. 
It is a long time since Wales has been the fleld 
ofaserious disturbance, but it is not improd - 
able that ere long, unless justice be done, the 
war cry may yet be soundedin that peaceful 
land and agrarian outrage commence in Wales 
just as Ireland commences to have peace. 
} SOME unpleasant feeling has been aroused in 
England by some correspondence between the 
Times and some Irish Catholic gentiemen. 
One of these latter opened the campaign by 
remarking, more in sorrow than in anger, that 
the queen’s name had been omitted from the 
form of prayer used after mass in all recent 
editions ot The Garden of the Soul,’’ pub- 
lished in Ireland. A second correspondent 
then wrote that he has noticed for several 
years past that the name is also omitted in the 
celebration of the mass.

As mentioned last week 
they were getting up a terrific scare respecting 
the fortifying of the Ecrehos rocks by En- 
gland, Finding themselves only laughed at 
by the European press they suddenly made 
the alarming discovery that the shores of 
Italy, which have been lying somewhere in 
the same position for upward of 6,000 years or 
so, are in such a dangerous proximity to the 
French naval! posts that on the first night of 
a declaration of war between the two nations 
torpedoes could be moored all round Toulon 
and Marseilles by Italian cruisers. They fur- 
ther draw from the rich stores of their im- 
agination the idea that the Italians are pre- 
paring for such an emergency and argue that 
the naval defenses of France in the Mediter- 
ranean are utterly disorganized. 


THE proposed German canal which is to con- 
nect the North sea and the Baltic seems to have 
directed attention in France to various 
schemes for connecting by canal the great 
Mediterranean seaport Marseilles with the 
mouth ot the Rhone, thus completing inland 
communication with Lyons, Paris, Rouen and 
Havre. In 1881 the general council of the 
department of the Bouches du Rhone adopted 
a resolution expressing approval of a scheme 
for a canal which was to be carried through a 
tunnel eight kilometres long. The plan 
was, however, shown to be attended with 
many practical difficulties. A proposal is now 
made by Dr. Louis Cambet, deputy mayor of 
Lyons, to carry the canal from the port of Mar- 
seilles along the shore of the Mediterranean 
to the mouth of the Rhone. It is asserted that 
the whole expense will not exceed 50, 000, 000 
franes and thatthe new waterway will very 
materially diminish the expense of sending 
goods by inland navigation from the Mediter- 
ranean to the English channel, thereby ben- 
efiting trade all over the world.

Attorney-General Garland's Great Interest 

in the Scheme—Other Senators and Heads of 
Departments Who HoldjFuture Fortunes in 
Stock — Singular Identity of Politicians, 
Office-Ho]ders and Stockholders.

WASHINGTON, January 27.—The Pan electric 
telephone company is founded upon inven- 
tions and patents issued to J. Harris Rogers, 
formerly of Memphis, Tenn., but now a resi- 
dent of Washington City, and it will therefore 
be not amiss before commencing its history to 
say a few words as to his antecedents. The 
Hon. Oasey Young was elected to represent 
the Tenth Tennessee district as a representa- 
tive to the forty-fourth congress. After tak- 
ing his seat in December, 1875, he succeeded in 
having Mr. J. Harris Rogers appointed elee- 
triclan of the house of representatives. 
Whilst in that position Mr. Rogers claims to 
have made a number of discoveries in tele- 
phony and telegraphy, which, after his retire- 
ment from office, he patented. These patents 
were transferred to an organization known as 
the ‘‘Secret telephone company,’’ and this 
company, after the lapse of some years, trans- 
ferred its patents to the National improved 
telephone company. : 

After the sale of his patents Mr. Rogers 
continued his experiments in electrical mat- 
ters, and after a time secured other patents. 
Upon these latter patents a company was 
formed by Mr. Rogers and his father, Dr. J. 
Webb Rogers, called the ‘‘Pan electric com- 
pany, which was locatedin the city of New 
York.’’ 

The management of the Pan electric’’ 
failed to attract capitalists as investors in its 
stock, and the Messrs. Rogers bethought them 
of the old patron of the inventor, Ool. Casey 
Young, who was again in congress. 

In the spring and summer of 1883 the organ- 
ization of anew company was determined on. 
Dr. J. Webb Rogers,a gentieman of ability, 
standing and culture, and an enthusiastic be- 
liever in the genius of his son, J. Harris 
Rogers, saw the advantages that a company 
controlled by men of high political position 
and character would have over any other in 
the event a postal telegraph Dill 
should become a lav. He knew 
Senators Harris of Tennessee and 
Garland of Arkansas, two senators than whom 
none stood higher in the south, and also Col. 
J. D. OC. Atkins, one of the leading Democratic 
representatives from the south, who had for 
years been chairman of the appropriations 
committee. All these gentlemen agreed to 
take an interest in the organization off the 
company, and as this was to be an enterprise 
appealing to the south for its political aid, it 
was now only necessary to secure a distin- 
guished general to put at the head of it. This 

was done by getting Gen. Joseph E. Johnston, 
and the combination was complete. 

It was determined to divide the telegraphic 
and telephonic inventions and form two com- 
panies, and accordingly there was organized 
in the spring ot 1883 the Pan electric tele- 
phone company’’ and ‘‘the Pan electric tele- 
graph company.’’ 

These companies were identical in their 
stock, stockholders, organization, and officers, 
so that a statement as to the one covers the 
other. 


THE TELEPHONE DEAL. 

The Pan electric telephone company has 
$5,000,000 capital stock, divided into shares of 
$1,000 each; these shares were held originally 
by the following named persons: 

Lnez G Harris. 800,000 J. Harris fegers- 2099.88 
A. H. Garland.. 500,000 | The company.... 500,000 
Casey Young.... 500,000 

It will be observed that these five gentlemen 
each held one-tenth of the stock, but knowing 
the vagaries of inventors, they required that 
another tenth, making a majority, should be 
put under their control, so that they could 
have the business in their own hands. This 
$500,000 worth of company stock belonged to 
the holders of the other shares in proportion 
to their holdings, but was controlled by the 
board of directors and could be used in any 
way it saw fit. These directors were old poli- 
ticians and had not forgotten that notable 
saying of Oakes Ames as to placing the stock 
where it would do most good.’’ 

The board of directors of the company was 
composed of Joseph E. Johnston. Isham G. 
Harris, A. H. Garland, Casey Young, J. D. O. 
Atkins and J. Harris Rogers. The officers 
were: Joseph E. Johnston, president; Isham 
G. Harris, vice-president; Casey Young, sec- 
retary and treasurer; A. H. Garland, attorney; 
J. Harris Rogers, electrician. 

Messrs. Johnston, Harris and Young were 
made an executive committee with all the 
powers of the full board. 

The telephone company was chartered by 
the state of Tennessee, with its principal office 
in Memphis and another Washington City. 
Under the laws of that stateas to corpora- 
tions, all that was necessary to be paid in of 
the $5,000,000 capital stock was the fee to the 
secretary of state for using his seal, amount- 
in this case to $4.50. 

The agreement by which these gentlemen 
became the owners of the Rogers’ patents was 
that they should put up what money was nec- 
essary to take out patents, manufacture tele- 
phonic instruments and to put up experi- 
mental wires. : 

All this work was done in the summer of 
1883. : 
In November of 1888, the incorporators of 


‘the Pan company were assembled in Washing- 


ton, and as the experiments had been pro- 
mounced successful, the directors determined 
to commence operations. In the meantime 
Mr. Rogers had disposed of one-third of his 
interest, $833,333, to Col. Robert F. Looney, a 
lawyer and speculator of Memphis, Tenn., and 
he was added to the board of directors and 
took an active part in its management. The 
directors determined to issue licenses to local 
companies, that is, sell territory in which the 
Pan electric instruments were to be used. 

The terms upon which these sales were to be 
made were agreed upon, and are ag follows: 
Forty per cent of the capital stock of the 
local company to be held by the Pan company; 
all instruments to be furnished by the Pan 
company at a stated price; a royalty of $10 per 
annum to be paid by the local company on 
each instrument; a bonus in cash to be paid by

One in St. Louis tor Missouri. One in Wiscon- 


sin. One in Tennessee. One in Alabama, of 
which Gen. Upshur, now chief clerk of the In- 
dian bureau, was the promoter. One in Texas 
and one in Louisiana. The two first-named 
companies were not required to pay any bonus, 
but in all their contracts the Pan company 
agreed to defend the validity of its patents at 
its Own expense. 
GARLAND RECOMMENDS IT. 

An opinion was asked for and given by the 
attorney of the company, Senator Garland, as 
to the validity of the patents, which reads as 
follows:

When the first local company paid its bonus 
of $10,000, the directors proceeded to pay back 
the sums expended by themselvesin paying 
for patents, experiments, etc. This amount- 
ed to $275 for each of the five, showing that of 
the $5,000,000 capital stock there never was 
paid in but $1,875, being a littlé more than one- 
fortieth of 1 per cent. 

After this money was paid back, the direct- 
ors next proceeded to divide the remainder of 
the $10,000 as a dividend to the stockholders, 
the amount received by each holder of one- 
tenth of the stock being little less than $600. 

The $500,000 of company stock had,in the 
meantime, been partially distributed, one 
hundred shares going to ex-Gov. John OC. 
Brown or Tennessee, now resident in St. Louis 
and principal attorney for what is known as 
the Gould system of southwestern rail- 
ways. Other sums were given or sold to 
other parties having, or supposed to have, 
either local or national influence, Senators 
Vest of Missouriand Vanceof North Carolina 
each getting a portion. 

Mr. Rogers, for reasons not neccessary to 
explain, was removed from the position of 
electriction, and Dr. J. E. Harlan was given 
that place. 

At the beginning of the first session of the 
forty-eighth congress a brother of Senator 
Vance, Mr. R. B. Vance, then a representative 
from North Carolina, introduced a bill in the 
house of representatives giving the attorney- 
general power to bring suit upon application 
to vacant patents. This bill was referred toa 
committee which reported in favor of its pass- 
age, saying in its report that since 1836 the 
attorney-general had not been intrusted with 
this power. The bill passed the house of 
reprosentatives almost unnoticed, but was 
never reported from the senate committee on 
patents. 

It might make an interesting newspaper ar- 
ticle if the names ofthe parties who went be- 
fore this committee on patents to advocate the 
passage of this bill could be given. 


THEY WANTED A GRAND MONOPOLY. 


At the same time with the bill above spoken 
of there were introduced into the house sey- 
eral postal-telegraph bills, all of which were 
referred to the committee on post-offices and 
post roads, of which the Hon. H. D. Money of 
Mississippi was chairman. These bills created 
a vigorous fight and the result was no legisla- 
tion. The interest of the Pan company in this 
fight can best be told by Dr. J. Webb Rogers 
himself. In the winter of 1883, ina conversa- 
tion with a gentleman whom he was trying to 
get interested in the Pan companies, and who 
asked why so many politicians had been put 
into the companies instead of well-known 
business men, Dr. Rogers said: Lou do not 
understand our idea; we intend to get a post- 
al telegraph established and political infiu- 
ence will give us the control of that. Then 
we will have the grandest monopoly in the 
world.’’ 

But to return to the movements of the Pan 
directors ina businsss way. Contracts con- 
tinued to be made in the spring of 1884, until 
eight local companies, as before stated, were 
organized. As these companies paid in the re- 
quired bonus the money was paid out to the 
stockholders as dividends, two being declared 
in July of $1.50 per share, giving each of the 
original promoters, Garland, Johnston, Har- 
ris, Young and Atkins, $750 at each division, 
or $1,500in that month. Another dividend of 
the same size was declared later, aggregating 
about $3,000 profit to each of these gentlemen 
within eighteen months upon an investment 
of $275 each. 

The Pennsylvania company, under the ener- 
getic handling of Mr. Klotz, had gotten so far 
along that the Bell company interfered and 
asked for an injunction upon the ground that 
the Rogers patents were an infringement upon 
the Bell patents. Under its contract the Pan 
company hadto defend this suit, and its at- 
torneys commenced preparation to do so. 

In the meantime an episode had occurred in 
New Orleans. A nephew of Col. Looney had 
gone to that place to promote a local company 
to work under the Pan electric. A Mr. Van 
Benthuysen had been suggested as ‘‘the most 
fit and proper’’ person to manage the busi- 
ness, but it seemed that he, in connection 
with Mr. O. P. Huntington of Mississippi and 
other parties, had become the owners of the 
first patents of Rogers, sold by him to the ‘‘Se- 
cret telephone company’’ and that a com- 
pany was organized to work these and other 
patents under the name ofthe ‘‘National im- 
proved telephone company.’’ This company 
claims that it owned by prior purchase all the 
inventions of J. Harris Rogers and that the 
Pan company was using what belonged to 
them. There was a bitter fight, which resulted 
in driving the Pan company out of New Or- 
leans. 

The stopping of the Pennsylvania company 
by legal process acted as a damper upon pur- 
chasers, and there were no more victims com- 
ing forward with their bonuses, so that divi- 
dends inſthe Pan company ceased. 

When all that could be had been done 

towards securing high places for its members, 
the Pan company could once more look after 
its local interests. 

The case in Philadelphia had been allowed 
to go by default and various efforts had been 
made to get acase at St. Louis or Memphis, 


‘Dut had failed. 


Just at this juncture an occasion was ot - 
fered which was eagerly seized upon by the 


An defending the suit. After some conferences 


this proposal was accepted. The terms of 


“‘eompromise between the two companies are 
not known, but the fact is known that instead 


of fighting each other as before, these com - 
panies had joined forces to fight the Bell com- 
pany. Allthe preparations made by the at- 
torneys ofthe.Pan company were given to 
the National for its fight at Pittsburg. Col. 
Young, with Col. George Gantt of Memphis, 
one of the leading lawyers of that city, came 
to Washington and, after a meeting of the Pan 
directors, went to Pittsburg to attend the trial 
on the 6th, 7th and 8th of July. The decision 
of the court that it would not hear arguments, 
but would follow the precedent established by 
the courts and grant the injunction, destroyed 
the well-laid plans of the two companies and 
left them adrift. 

The leading spirits in the Pan electric com- 

pany are Senator Isham G. Harris and Col. 
Casey Young of Tennessee. Both these gen- 
tlemen are bold and fearless. They hada 
great stake at interest, and it was doubtless 
through their advice that the next card was 
played. They knew nothing of the Fabian 
policy, which, as a general, the president of 
the company understood so well, but they 
knew how to make a downright attack. 
Dr. Rogers says he called on Attorney-Gen- 
eral Garland and asked him to commence pro- 
ceedings against the Bell company to vacate 
its patents, and the Attorney-General refused 
because of his interest in the Pan company. 

This has not been denied. Mr. Garland him- 
gelt tells of the call made by Senator Harris, 
Col. Young and others, and of his refusal to 
act. 


If the laws of the country justified such a 


suit the refusal of the attorney-general to 
bring it because Mr. Garland held stock ina 
rival company is absolutely unjustifiable. His 
duty—his sworn duty—was to execute the law 
as he understood it. If the Bell telephone 
company was, as alleged, using a patent 
fraudulently issued, no personal considera- 
tion should have kept the attorney-general of 
the United States from moving to set that 
patent aside if there was any statute author- 
izing such a suit. 

But he refused to bring the suit. 

It will de remembered by every one who 
reads the daily papers that when plans were 
being published of how the president and 
members of the cabinet were going to spend 
their vacations, the fact being obtained directly 
from the parties, that it was announced that 
Atttorney-General Garland would take no 
vacation, remaining in or near Washington. 


CONFERENCES IN WASHINGTON. 


On the th of August Mr. Van Benthuysen and 
Mr. O. P. Huntington, representing the lately 
defeated National company, registered at the 
Ebbitt House in Washington. On the next day 
Col. Casey Young and Col. Gantt, represent- 
ing the Pan company, stopped at the same 
place, as did Mr. Bradley T. Johnson, the 
the president of the local Pan company in 
Baltimore. That these gentlemen were in 
consultation together is well known. On the 
lst of September Col. Casey Young secured 
private apartments at 1327 G street, 
a most central locality, within two 
squares of the Ebbitt, Riggs and Willard’s. 

In a few days all the parties to these confer- 
ences, Messrs. Young, Gantt, Van Benthuysen, 
Huntington and Johnston, went to their re- 
spective homes. 

The Bell telephone company of Boston 
commenced suit in Baltimore against the local 
Pan company for infringement of its patents. 
Immediately the local Pan company of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., commenced suit against the local 
Bell company of the same place for infringe- 
ment of its patents. In the ohe instance the 
parent company brought the suit for the ben- 
efit of its licenses; in the other instance the 
local company brought the suit. 

In his letter published in the New York 
Tribune of September 30 in defense of the 
attorney-general, Dr. Rogers says: Col. 
Young informed me and my son that the attor- 
ney-general had agreed thatasuit should be 
brought by the solicitor-general against the 
Bell telephone company at the instance of the 
National Improved company.’’ That state- 
ment has never been denied by any of the 
parties. 

Attorney-General Garland left for Arkansas 
on the 27th of August. Promptly on the Ist of 
September Col. Young arrived in this city and 
stopped at Wormley’s. Private rooms were 
not needed on this occasion. On the 2d, Col. 
Casey Young and Senator Harris called upon 
the solicitor-general, finding there the appli- 
cation which had arrived that morning, made 
by the district-attorney for the western dis- 
trict of Tennessee, to bring suit in Memphis to 
vacate the Bell patents. This application was 
granted at once, and without reference or con- 
sideration, for Solicitor-General Goode in- 
formed Col. Young the next morning that the 
order had been forwarded to commence the 
suit. Mr. Goode was acting attorney-general 
on the 2 dday of September,andhad all the rou- 
tine work of the department of justice to per- 
form ; had to receive visitors who came on busi- 
ness to see the attorney-general. and yet he 
had time ‘to consider (!) a question involving 
millions, examine the papersinthe case, de- 
termine upon the propriety of the suit, see 
that authority existed to bring it and orderthe 
commencement of it all within one working 
day of seven hours. Such prompt action has 
hardly ever been paralleled in a government 
oftice. And Mr. Goode by his action showed 
that he was not afraid to assume responsi- 
bility. A committee of congress composed of 
lawyers had reported little more than a year 
before that the attorney-general had no 
powerto bring such suit, as Mr. McCorry, 
district attorney for Tennessee, had requested 
authority to bring. Mr. Goode probably did 
not know that such a report was in existence, 
or if he did, assumed to know more as to the 
powers of the attorney-general than congress 
did. 

MR. GARLAND’S INTEREST. 


But to return to our narative. 

Each one of the companies holding under the 
Pan company, except the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore, paid a bonus for its privilege and 
besides paid $10 each for all the telephone in- 
struments it used in its ‘‘plants.’’ In addition 
these companies paid all the expenses of ‘‘a 
plant.’’ All this was an actual cash outlay, 
varying in amount according to the size of 
the ‘‘plant’’ and the number of instruments 
purchased. The bonus in each case was the 
same, $10,000. Then 40 per cent of the capital 
stock of each of these companies was reserved 
for the Pan company, and it paid no part of 
the ‘‘bonus’’ or the cost of the ‘‘plant’’ and 
instruments. 


For this expenditure the local companies re- 
ceived a license to use the Pan Eletric tele- 
phones and a guarantee of protection in using 
them, 

To fally understand the interest which At- 
torney-General Garland had in breaking down 
the Bell patent it will be necessary to recapit- 
ulate a little. 

First, there was his $500,000 stock inthe Pan 
telephone company ; one-tenth of the whole 
company was his. Then there is the $40,000,- 
000 capital stock of the license companies, 
which 40 per cent, or $16,000,000 belongs to the 
Pan company—of this one-tenth, or $1,600,000 
belongs to Attorney-General Garland. But 
that is not all, nor evena small part 
of what would result from the

j from the Pan electric company. Two hun- 


dred and fifty million dollars is an exceed 
ingly small estimate of the amount at which 
the companies using the Pan electrio tele- 
Phones would be capitalized if the Bell patent 
was invalidated. Forty per cent, or $100,000, - 
000 of this stock, would belong to the Pan 
company—one-tenth of that, or $10,000,000, 
would be the property of Attorney-General 
Garland. Paying only 5 per cent—and this is 
a small allowance—he would have an income 
of over $500,000, and that without being out 
one doliar. 

Senator Harris and Col. Young, Gen. John- 
ston and Commissioner Atkins, Dr. Rogers 
and Col. Looney would each have as much or 
more, 

There was another potent reason working 
upon these parties, one and all. The laws of 
the country are particularly severe upon bo- 
kus corporations which obtain money without 
giving an equivalent, and though corporations 
are without souls or bodies, the men who com- 
pose them are not, and hence, ualess the Bell 
patents could be broken down and declared 
invalid, the men who had invested their 
money in the 60 per cent of the local compa- 
mies which had been licensed by the Pan 
company, which had paid bonuses, built 
plants, bought telephones which were without 
value, would be apt to call upon the parties 
who had induced and profitea by these expen- 
ditures, made upon false statements as to law 
and facts, to make good the losses. 

RUIN OR UNBOUNDED WEALTH. 

There was ruin both in fortune and fame 
upon the one side and almost unbounded 
wealth upon the other. It was worth stretch- 
ing the law and the power of the government 
to secure the one and prevent the other. 

Inthe formation of the local companies, 
particularly in the East where it was to be ex- 
pected that the Bell company would first as- 
sert its rights, particular care was had by the 
Pan company to secure local political strength. 
Dr. Eli J. Henkle, an ex-member of congress 
and a leading Democrat of Baltimore, was in- 
trusted with the formation of the company 
that was to control the cities of Baltimore and 
Washington. Gen. Bradley T. Johnson, one 
ofthe most popular of the Southern leaders 
in Maryland, was made president of the com. 
pany. 

In the Pennsylvania company, Mr. Robert 
Klotz, a leading German citizen and ex-mem- 
ber of congress, was selected to organize the 
company. Inthe south and west, the politi- 
cal magnates who controlled the parent com- 
pany knew their power was supreme and only 
required money from their licenses, furnish- 
ing the political influence themselves.

Proposed Erection of a Theater in New York 
for Charitable Performances. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcuH. 

New YORK, January 30.—Mrs. James Brown 
Potter of this city has earned, through the ex- 
ertions of herself and a few friends during the 
past four years, $30,000, by the production of 
private theatricals. This money has been do- 
nated entirely to charitable purposes, and 
many of New York’s charitable institutions 
have been kept from want by these amateur 
players. In view of these facts it has been re- 
solved to erect a handsome theater to be de- 
voted entirely to the production of amateur 
theatricals. Forthis purpose articles of in- 
corporation will be filed at Albany in a few 
days of a joint stock company with a capital of 
$125,000, which is to be issued entirely in bonds 
bearing avery low rate of interest. Three 
wealthy society leaders have agreed to take 
nearly the entire issue. The option of the 
lease of two parcels of property on the east 
side of Fourth avenue, one be- 
tween Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth 
streets, and the other between Twenty-fifth 
and Twenty-sixth streets, has been procured 
upon which to erect the theater. Five of the 
leading architects of this city are now en- 
gaged designing plans for it, as are also the 
Messrs. Corney of London. The latter were 
the architects of the celebrated Empire thea- 
ter, after which this structure is to be mod- 
eled. The building will have a frontage of 
seventy-five feet on the avenue by 125 feet in 
depth. The exterior will be built of pressed 
prick and will be exceedingly plain, while the 
interior, which will be entirely on the Moorish 
style, will be of a most elaborate character. 
The exits will be both large and numerous,and 
everything will be done to make the entire 
house absolutely flre- proof. A thick 
iron curtain will be placed be- 
tween the drop-curtain, which will 
not be painted, but will resembie a pair of 
portieres in silk embroidery, and in the main 
house there will be brick proscenium walls 
between the stage and the auditorium. The 
front portion of the parquette will be reserved 
for private boxes, in the rear of which will be 
four raised rows of seats, above which there 
will be a single balcony. The aisles will be 


both numerous and wide, while there will not 
be any patent chairs, butin their stead com- 
fortable sofa chairs with arms. These 
chairs will be covered with blue satin.

What the Ladies Think of Low-Neck and 
Short-Sleeve Dresses. 


Evening Costumes Viewed from a Feminine 
Standpoint—What the Victims Have to Say 
of Their Healthfulness, Beauty and Com- 
fort—A Collection of Varied and Interest- 
ing Opinions on the Ruling Topic. 


The medical men have had their say on the 
subject of decollete dresses, and have decided 
almost unanimously against them, giving 
many learned reasons for discarding the 
fashion, and piling horror on horror in the 
way of diseases and evil results follawing 
from it. The case now comes to the court of 
final resort, the ladies themselves, who must 
enter the last decision. As in many other 
cases where a question of fashion arises, it 
would be safe to divide the ladies 
into two determined factions for and against, 
viz: those to whom low-neck and 
short-sleeve costumes are becoming, and 
those to whom they are not. Itisa popular 
impression that the ladies will follow any 
fashion, and brave illness. physical wreck or 
death itself to doit, if it displays or adds to 
their charms. There are ladies whose repu- 
tations for beauty depend largely upon a 
well-turned neck, or a rounded shoulder, ora 
pretty arm. It would be asking a great deal 
to demand of these regard for the laws of 
health, if such regard involved the hiding of 
such lovely features, especially when Worth is 
authority for the statement that any one of 
them with a pair of fine eyes is sufficient 
foundation on which to build up a pretty 
woman. Against the doctors fashion has such 
high authority as the mode and the queen of 
England, at whose drawing-rooms uncovered 
shoulders are de rigueur, either of which is 
sufficient for any well-regulated woman. The 
subject is of particular interest here in St. 
Louis, where although there has been little 
overstepping of the bounds of modesty, there 
are many beautifulnecks, arms and should- 
ers. With a view of giving the subject 
thorough ventilation, the Posr-DIsPaTCH has 
given the ladies a chance to speak, and the 
opinions of some of the leaders of local soci- 
ety given below will be found interesting: 

MRS. HEWITT 
says: In metropolitan cities, as New York and 
Washington, the abuse of ball-room propsie- 
ties, such as decollete dresses, is now an 
agitating subject, inthe beau monde, but in 
the provinces it is the idea of uncovered 
shoulders that is seemingly provoking discus- 
sion. Theexigencies of a grande toilet cer - 
tainly signifies low neck and bare arms, and 
it goes without saying that an invitation to a 
‘*ball’’ infers a costume different from house 
or street dress, and to what extent that privi- 
lege should go, ought not to be determined by 
the scant avoirdupois of afew unfortunates. St. 
Louis, ever loth to adopt eastern or European 
customs, would probably prefer turning to the

the Missouri natives—the Crows and the Paw- 
ness. At European courts, at the queen’s 
drawing-room, tis de rigueur to appear in 
decollete dresses.

MRS. JOHN G. O’FALLON. 

I object very much to the decollete style and 
my daughter shares my objections. When she 
made her debut two years ago her Paris 
dresses were all made low, but I was obliged 
to send back to France for the same materials 
to fillthe vacant space. I think many girls 
have met with their deaths by means of these 
dresses, and in St. Louis evenI could point out 


several cases. 
MISS SEMPLE 


of Louisville, Ky., says: Icome from Louis- 
ville where every one is prim and orthodox to 
the last extent, so don’t ask me anything 
about low-necked dresses. 

MRS. CHARLES CABANNE. 

I think every young person should first con- 
sider her health and then her vanity, and 
not vice versa, for if health is once lost it un- 
fits her for her duties in after life as wife and 
mother. Of course it enhances the beauty of 
a younggirl’s dress. I always wore decollete 
bodices whenI was young, but if I had my life 
to go overI never would be guilty of such 
folly. Enough cannot be said to young people 
in regard to the preservation of their health, 
and parents should think more of that than of 
the way children look. It adds greatly, I must 
confess, to the beauty of a bail-room. 

MISS FLORENCE HAYWARD 
says: I was certain every physician in the 
country would point a moral and adorn a tale 
with Miss Bayard’s decollete dresses. They 
have, but their objections are weakened by the 
fact that their personal knowledge is theoreti- 
cal, none of them ever went low-necked and 
and short-sleeved. Theoretically, I suppose, 
it is not healthy, practically it does not seem 
to hurt any one who is use to it and is prudent. 
A young woman in a high-necked dress who is 
imprudent about draughts, can catch more 
cold than another young woman in a decollete 
dress, who is not. I do not see any inevitable 
connection between low-necked gowns and 
premature death.

Actors pooh-pooh 
the business just as artists who do 
not teach shrug their shoulders at artists 
who do; but these teachers make money, 
which enables them to live in New York the 
year round, and accept only such engagements 
as — deem up to their merits as arsists and 
to their deserts in the matter of salary.

The Money Taken In By Managers of 
Heavy Stars. 

From a New York Letter to the Philadelphia Times. 

Late this afternoon I found myself in a group 
of prominent theatrical managers. Mr. W. H. 
Rayden, who manages Tom Keene, told me 
that his star was rapidly getting over his stroke 
of paralysis and would be ready te resume 
work the Ist of March. Next to Rayden sat 
Marcus Mayer, Mr. Abbey’s representative, 
who has traveled with all the leading attrac- 
tions this manager has controlled. He and Al 
Hayman, who manages Baldwin’s theater in 


San Francisco, but who is spending most of 
his time here, got to comparing notes about 
the average business ofthe great actors who 
have appeared in this country in the past few 
1 ayman started the gossip by sayin 
hat Mapleson’s opera company, with Pat 
and Gerster as stars, sang in San Francisco to 
$160,000 in eighteen perfermances, or an 
average of $9,000 a performance. Mayer 
said, considering the expenses, he 
could beat that. Christine Nilsson, said 
he,‘‘sang in San Francisco to $27,440 in four 
concerts, or an average of $7, a per- 
formance. Patti during her first engagement 
with Mr. Abbey sang to fee in one perform- 
ance at the Mechanics’ Institute, overon the 
Back Bay. That engagement in Boston and 
the next one in Philadelphia brought Mr. Ab- 
bey out ahead of a $20,000 loss when he put her 
into opera.
